Many areas quiet on sewer study

While a large number of 
homeowners and subdivisions 
have sent letters cither in sup- 
port or against a proposed 
sewer feasibility study, there 
are still some not heard from. 
The proposed study would 
evaluate costs, types of systems 
needed, and even the workabil- 
ity of a sewer system in the 
unincorporated areas of 
Antioch Township. 

"Work is continuing on the 
sewer study," said President 
Carol Jonites of the United 
Homeowners Association of 
Unincorporated Antioch 

(UHAUA). "There arc numcr- 
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ous areas which we have not 
heard from." 

These subdivisions include: 
Blunt Beachwood, Channel Lake 
Shores, Channel View, Canoaks, 
East Loon Lake, Edge water 
Manor, Groveland, Indian Point, 
North Fox Lake Heights, Petite 
Lake Gardens, Rosing, Sabrina 
Manor, Settlers, Shaw, 
Wedgewood, and Woodland. 

Jonites encourages residents 
of the these subdivisions to con- 
tact their subdivision officials so 
that "their voices can be heard." 
She said if there Is no official 
association in a particular area, 
individuals can send letters 
regarding the study. 

The study, winch would be 
conducted by an outside contrac- 



tor for the Lake County Public 
Works, would evaluate the costs 
and possibility of sewer service to 
the Antioch Township area. Lake 
y County Public Works Director Al 
Galantha has told residents in an 
earlier UHAUA meeting, the fea- 
sibility study would not obligate 
homeowners but is "simply a 
study." He said the study would 
be paid for by user fees. 

If approved by the Lake 
County Board, the study would 
include all of the unincorporated 
Antioch Township.

If s the season for road construction. West Lake County residents 
will be faced with major road work on Rte. 59. 

The $3 million project began in December and won't be finished 
until mid-October. The work runs from Wilson Road all the way to 
Grand Avenue. The majority of the work is expected to be complete by 
Aug. 31, according to AI Zanzola of Illinois Department of 
Transportation (IDOT). 

Residents will have to deal with traffic delays during day hours 
when there will be only one lane where construction is ongoing. 
During evening hours two lanes will be open. 

A "dry" bridge is being rebuilt People aren't aware of the bridge 
which is over a section of soft ground. Concrete barriers have been 
placed where the bridge is. 

On the positive side, the new format should permit better traffic 
flows. For the first time, Rte. 59 will have left turn lanes. 

Left turn lanes will be added to 20 side streets along Rte. 59. Among 
them are Orchard Drive, Lincoln Avenue and Monaville Road. There 
won't be a traffic signal at Monaville and Rte. 59. 

There will be a median down the middle of the road and the width 
increased by a a few feet, according to Zanzola.

Frobel, 24, had been missing since Jan. 4, when 
she left her home in Carol Stream. Her car was 
found later in Hanover Park on Feb. 10. 

Frobel leaves behind a husband, Jeffrey, and a 
son. Susan Eblery, Frobel's mother, has custody of 
Frobel's 5-year-old son. 

The Lake County Sheriffs Department is in 
charge of the case since Frobel's severed legs were 
discovered in Lake County. The Lake County aspect 
of the case began on Jan. 16 when a family pet 
brought home a portion of Frobel's severed leg. On 
Jan. 21, the same dog brought home the left leg.. 
Police were able to determine both legs belonged to 
Frobel. Later, a skull was found in the same area as 
the legs. 

"We are cooperating with whatever Lake County 
needs are," said Zarletti.

Majority Leader Robert W. 
Churchill steered sweeping ethics 
legislation through the Illinois 
House, targeting the elimination 
of legislative perks. 

No-bid contracts, unreported 
campaign cash, the awarding of 
legislative scholarships, and a vari- 
ety of other so-called perks and 
privileges would be eliminated if 
House Bill 1490 becomes law. 

Sponsored by State Rep. 
Churchill, House Bill 1498 is 
designed to dispel the suspicion 
and mistrust that many people 
harbor against their elected offi- 
cials. 

. "This is about good govern- 
ment — open government," said 
Churchill (R-Antioch). "These 
perks only serve to cast doubt in 
the public's mind on the ethics of 
state legislators. By abolishing 
these perks, we reinforce our 
commitment to the highest ethi- 
cal standards. HB 1498 pro- 
hibits fund raising on session 
days in Springfield, as well as the 
acceptance of money for speech- 
es, appearances or honorariums. 

"Fund raising for elected offi- 
cials is often a double-edged 
sword. It is necessary to get elect- 
ed, but the act of fund raising is 
often viewed in a very negative 
light. By banning fund raising 



during sessions days and abolish- 
ing paid speaking appearances, 
we can effectively distance our 
elected officials from the percep- 
tion of influence buying." 

Under Churchill's ethics legis- 
lation, Illinois lawmakers would 
no longer be allowed to collect an 
allowance for food and lodging if 
they fail to meet the spring ses- 
sion adjournment deadline. If 
enacted into law, the change goes 
into effect on May 31. 

"Legislators should not receive 
an $81-dollar-a-day per diem for 
work they could not complete on 
time," said Churchill. "If the leg- 
islature can't get its business 
done on time, taxpayers should 
not be forced to pay any addi- 
tional expenses." 

The ethics package also abol- 
ishes legislative scholarships and 
reaffirms contract disclosure laws 
relating to city-run airports. 

"There is no reason why the 
State General Assembly needs 
these perks," said Churchill. 
"This legislation is designed to

Solid Waste Agency of Lake County 
officials are hopeful an intermediate pro- 
cessing site for recyclables will be a step 
forward in the agency's long-term growth. 

"We hope it will be in operation in 
about a year. It is just a partial solution to 
expand recycling on a guaranteed basis," 
Andrew Quigley, SWALCO director, said. 

SWALCO has purchased land for the 
facility at Harris Road in the Mallory 
Industrial Park near Libertyvilie. 

Quigley outlined how the agency has 
made progress since Lake County came up 
with the waste reduction plan in 1989. At 
that time, the plan was the first of its kind 
in Illinois. 

Quigley said the future strategy of 
SWALCO, which started with sue members 



and now has 35 municipalities, includes: 
, reducing dependence on landfills and to 
negotiate for capacity at landfills. 

The agency hopes to develop a 
Household Hazardous Waste site where 
trailers would be available for people to 
leave their materials. SWALCO and Illinois 
the Environmental Protection Agency 
currently run one-day drop-offs. The next 
one is May 20 at Waukegan Port Authority 
from 8 am. to 3 p.m. 

SWALCO has a fund of $380,000 from 
Illinois EPA to set up a permanent site. 

Goals since 1909 have been to increase 
awareness of source reduction as a waste, 
management tool and increased emphasis 
on processing of recyclables and coping 
with legislative changes from state and 
federal since 1989.

A dog and her master arc resting for a few 
days, trying to forget, or perhaps to ponder, 
what may have been their most notable assis- 
tance ever.

Officers take evidence course to mock crime scene

Botched and contaminated evidence. 
Sound familiar? It should for those who 
have been following the O.J. Simpson trial. 

Armed with finger print brushes, cam- 
eras and measuring tools, officers attend- 
ing an evidence training program con- 
verged at Ernie's Towing in Vernon Hills to 
scrutinize inch by Inch a simulated crime 

scene. 

Officers were on the hunt for finger 
prints, blood spatterings, hair follicles and 
patches of skin in their attempt to collect 
as much evidence as possible in crashed 
vehicles sporting bullet holes and various 
other dents caused by unknown weapons. 
"They're applying everything they've 
learned into practical use," said Bob 
Wilson of the Northern Illinois Police 
Crime Laboratory. "This is nice because 
they get training in burglaries, homicides 
and assaults." 

The 30 or so officers from 20 different 
law enforcement agencies have been 
attending an in-depth, two-week course 
on evidence training sponsored by the 
Criminal Justice Institute at the College of 
Lake County and the Northern Illinois 
Police Crime Laboratory in Highland Park. 
Officers from various departments includ- 
ing Antioch, Lake Zurich and Gurnce as 
well as agents from the Chicago Housing 
Authority are participating in the program. 
If they succeed in the course, the offi- 
cers return to their departments as evi- 



dence technicians capable of collecting 
evidence at automobile accidents, bur- 
glary scenes and other crime scenarios. 

"It's strictly finding and collecting the 
evidence, so the investigators can re-cre- 
ate the crime," Wilson noted. 

Four different cars were denoted as the 
crime scene. Officers were scanning for 
finger and foot prints, taking molds of 
dents in the vehicles, investigating blood 
and tissue samples, and measuring vari- 
ous angles of the vehicle. 

"There's a lot to look for," said Brendan 
Ardcn of the Lake Zurich Police 
Department. "We're trying to put every- 
thing we learned into actual training. The 
hands-on training is different than what 
you learn in a book." 

Arden said he was training so the Lake 
Zurich Police Department could have its 
own evidence technician on hand. 

Likewise, James Ruth and Craig 
Somcrviile of the Antioch Police 
Department are in training so their 
department has trained evidence techni- 
cians as well. 

"Locating, collecting and documenting 
evidence— that's what it is all about," 
Somerville said. V 

Ruth added, "It's given us a chance to 
apply classroom discussion to a crime 
scene," 

The evidence they collect and docu- 
ment is then handed to investigators at the 
crime lab where it is analyzed, and the 
crime scene is then re-created.

Two days after the mind-numb- 
ing Oklahoma City bombing, the 
Wall Street Journal ran a diagram 
of a "more secure office" build- 
ing. 

Heavy roof, thick walls, sidewalk 
barricades to prevent cars from 
crashing into the building, no 
windows in the lobby, no trash 
receptacles or potted plants in 
the lobby, film on windows to 
absorb impact and prevent flying 
glass. Things like that. 

Even as authorities continued 
searching for the perpetrators of 
the war-like attack, Americans 
struggled to regain their focus on 
reality. Life goes on. Life MUST 
go on. How can we protect our- 
selves and each other? 

In the collective anger of the 



nation, Americans arc saying, 
"Enough is enough." As prayers 
were said for the victims and their 
families, the cold, hard fact seeps 
in that the Oklahoma tragedy is 
another chip at our freedom, 
another slice out of the "open- 
ness" of our way of life. 

As they are wont to do, politi- 
cians moved "boldly" to combat 
terrorism with bi-partisan zeal. 
Republicans appear ready to sup- 
port President Clinton's Anti- 
Terrorist Act of 1 995. New laws 
will surely limit immigration. 
The FBI will be granted broader 
wire-tap powers. New controls 
will be put in place on the finan- 
cial holdings of foreigners. 

Rep. Henry Hyde (R-DL), chair- 
man of the House Judiciary 
Committee where legislation will 
be initiated, likens the U.S. to a 



"hotel lobby." There will be 
debate over international terror- 
ism vs. domestic terrorism. To 
suffering families and shaken cit- 
izens, terrorism is terrorism. 

In that context, our nation has 
to be unstinting in its efforts to 
bring to justice and mete out 
swift punishment to the 
bombers. If there ever was just 
cause to support capital punish- 
ment, we witnessed the reasons 
in newspapers and on television 



of the horror in downtown 
Oklahoma City. Death is the 
only way to deal with the 
bombers. 

Time has a way of easing the 
burden of disaster. It remains to 
be seen whether new laws will be 
enacted to curb acts of terror or if 
city buildings in time will be 
made "safer." Until then we can 
only steel ourselves with the con- 
viction that we no longer can be

One can only 
wonder what their plaque's inter- 
pretation of their weapon was on 
Pearl Harbor. 

Let us not forget our fighting 
men and women, plus the inno- 
cent civilians that gave their lives 
in those past turbulent years of 
1941 to 1945.

Dishing out ice cream 
during Easter weekend were Garland, his wife and 
daughter, Shirley and lulie, and Vernon Hills VFW 
Post members Joseph Bonn, John Stift, Al Israel, and 
Steve Haisley. With a cart full of ice cream, chocolate 
syrup, sprinkles, and whip cream, they wheeled from 
wing to wing handing out cups of ice cream. 

"A lot of it is depressing. If s really an eye-open- 
er," Israel said as some of the veterans sat motionless 
in their wheelchairs, while others stared aimlessly at 
televisions from their beds.

3 cups fresh or frozen cranberries 
1 8 oz. package chopped, pitted dates 
11/2 cops water 
3/4 cap sugar 

2 tsp. finely shredded lemon peel 
1 TbI. lemon Juice 
1 cap packed light brown s u gar 
1/2 cap margarine or batter, softened 
1/4 cap shortening 
1/2 tsp. salt 
1/2 tsp. baking soda 
1/2 tsp. ground cinnamon 
1 1/2 caps all-purpose flour 
11/4 caps quick-cooking oats 

In a large saucepan, combine the cranberries, dates, water, 
granulated sugar, lemon peel and lemon juice. Bring the cranber- 
ry-date mixture to a boil over high heat, stirring frequently. Reduce 
the heat and simmer, uncovered, about 12 minutes or until the 
mixture is thickened, stirring occasionally. Cool slightly. 

Preheat over to 375 degrees. Grease a 13x9x2 inch baking pan. 
In a large mixing bowl, combine the brown sugar, margarine or 
butter, and shortening. Beat with an electric mixer until the mix- 
ture is light and fluffy. Add the salt, baking soda and cinnamon. 

Add the flour, about 1/2 cup at a time. Once the flour is incor- 
porated, stir in the oats (the mixture will look crumbly). Set 2 cups 
of the oat mixture aside for the topping. Press the remaining oat 
mixture evenly into the prepared pan. 

Evenly spread the cranberry-mixture ontop of the oat mixture 
in the pan. Sprinkle with the reserved oat mixture. Bake in the 375 
degree oven for 25 to 27 minutes or until the topping is light 
browned. Cool on wire rack. Cut into 2x1/2 inch bars.— by TOM

Models are now open at The 
Wealshlre, a free-standing facility exclu- 
sively designed for and devoted to 
Alzheimer's patients, due to open In June 
on 20 wooded acres In Lincolnshire. 

According to developer Arnle 
Goldberg, the goal of The Wealshlre Is 
to provide a home-like living environ- 
ment for people with Alzheimer's 
Disease arid related dementia. 

Architects Behles & Behles of 
Evanston worked with the Institute on 
Aging and Environment at the University ' 
of Wisconsin, Milwaukee and with Rush 
Alzheimer's Disease Center, Chicago, 
to develop an architectural program 
which would enhance this feeling of 
home outlined by Goldberg. 

The residential concept begins at 
the exterior of the 76,000 square foot 
Wealshlre, which Is constructed of brick 
and limestone trim and is scaled to rein- 
force the memories and associations of 
home. 

Inside, Instead of long, anonymous 
hallways found In most medical Institu- 
tions, the 144-unit Wealshlre Is divided 
Into smaller households for 16 to 20 peo- 
ple. Each household contains an ele- 
gantly furnished living room, dining 
room and kitchen. 



Staff members act as companions 
and help patients dress themselves, use 
the washer and dryer, prepare meals In 
their own kitchen, and do other habitu- 
al tasks; Each home has accessible out- 
door space and gardens, where resi- 
dents can safely walk and be cued on 
finding the path back to their own 
home. 

A caring and s knowledgeable staff 
and meaningful social programs are 
the other part of the equation that 
Improves quality of life for patients, 

Goldberg, with 20 years experience 
In nursing homes, conceived the Idea 
for his cutting edge facility after realiz- 
ing that 50 percent of nursing home 
patients had Alzheimer's and that their 
physical surroundings weren't appropri- 
ate for treatment. 

"Although the Jury Is still out on how 
architectural design Influences Alz- 
heimer's, one element Is Irrefutable: A 
positive environment which helps 
reduce frustration and confusion 
enriches the quality of life for people 
with Alzheimer's and related diseases," 
he said.

That promise, of 
course, faded with the failure of 
the reform effort in the last 
Congress, Yet, without govern- 
ment involvement, the nation's 
health care system is undergoing 
a transformation that may suc- 
ceed where lawmakers failed. 

The marketplace, as usual, Is 
providing a stronger incentive for 
action than government regula- 
tion ever could. Large employers 
who offer more than one type of 
health plan, have been encourag- 
ing their employees to switch 
from fec-for-servicc insurance to 
managed care plans. There is a 
simple motive: a desire for 
greater control over costs. 
Managed care provides that con- 
trol. For example, the accounting 
and consulting firm KPMG Peat 
Marwick found that between 
19(18 and 1993 premiums 
increased 40 percent less for 
HMOs than for traditional 
indemnity insurance plans. A 
study in 1994, by the consulting 
and research firm Lcwin-VHI, 
found that managed care plans 
can save as much as 23 percent 
over fec-for-service plans. 

The transition to managed 
care is accelerating. Benefit con- 
sultant A. Foster Higgins & Co. 
Inc. surveyed more than 2,000 
employers nationwide, and 
found that 63 percent of their 
workers were enrolled in man- 
aged care health plans like 
HMOs, PPOs and point-of-scr- 
vicc plans last year. That is up 
from 52 percent in 1993. 
Employees who arc being asked 
to pay a greater share of their 
health coverage, as well as their 
bosses, arc seeing the advantage 
of managed care. Most of these 
types of health plans offer high 
quality care along with more 
comprehensive coverage, lower 
out-of-pocket expenses, and 
smaller premiums than tradition- 
al fec-for-service health insur- 
ance. Workers and employers 
know a good value when they see 
one. 

This rapid migration to man- 
aged care, however, needs to be 
expanded to help the 41 million 
Americans who are uninsured 
gain access to coverage. The 



managed care explosion is mak- 
ing that task easier by slaying the 
myths associated with these 
types of health care plans. More 
people are discovering and 
spreading the word that managed 
care is an attractive alternative to

fec-for-service insurance. More 
important, this trend in the large 
employer market has created a 
demand among smaller employ- 
ers for similar health plans. Some 
insurers arc responding with new 
managed care products tailored 
for small- to medium-sized com- 
panies. That is significant 
because, according to the U.S. 
Census Bureau, (14 percent of the 
uninsured live in households 
headed by working adults who 
are likely to be employed by com- 
panies with fewer than 100 
employees. 



aged care plan modeled after 
Blue Cross* popular HMO Illinois, 
but its network of physicians is in 
a smatlcr geographic area. 
Employers, therefore, get a quali- 
ty managed care network that 
serves the areas where their 
employees live. They are not 
forced to pay for the more exten- 
sive networks required by large 
employers with facilities and 
employees spread over a wider 
area. It is expected that plans like 
BlucAdvantage will make the cost 
of providing health care benefits 
more affordable for more 



employers, many of whom may 
never have thought it possible to 
offer their workers a benefits 
package. 

Given the pace of managed 
care's acceptance, and its 
tremendous cost-saving poten- 
tial, there arc no longer any 
excuses for employers not to offer 
a health plan to their workers. 
Those employers who hold out 
may soon find themselves at a 
serious competitive disadvantage 
in attracting and retaining the 
best employees: ." ',% 

Wliilc there is still a need for 
some government action in the 
area of insurance reform to elimi- 
natc inequities like preexisting 
condition restrictions, it appears 
that the private sector may soon 
make moot much of die govern- 
ment's role in expanding health 
care coverage. Letting die market- 
place do its job has always, been 
the uniquely American way to 
solve problems.— by MICHAEL P.

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Hospice care for terminally ill 
patients is a growing business. 
That's because it not only pro- 
vides care, support and comfort 
to patients and their families in 
the final stages of illness, but it 
also saves money for individuals 
and taxpayers. 

Hospice care has grown from 
about 1,200 programs four years 
ago to nearly 2,000 programs 
across the country today, accord- 
ing to Rosemary Crowley, execu- 
tive director of the Illinois State 
Hospice Organization.

Yet the biggest cost savings in

tional, non-hospice medical care. 
Hospice care was one of the 
first federally funded managed

care programs in the United 
States, beginning as a Medicare 
pilot project in 1983 that became 
permanent in 1965. While Medi-' 
care pays certified hospice pro- 
grams on a per diem basis (with 
rates adjusted according to the 
geographic wage index), the hos- 
pice pays all bills related to symp- 
tom management of the terminal 
illness. 

So in addition to providing all 
services and managing the care, 
the hospice hills Medicare direct- 
ly with no out-of-pocket expens- 
es for the patient. 

"One of the wonderful bene- 
fits for patients and families is 
that there is no deductible and no 
co-payment," said Knapik.

Midwest economy makes 'soft landing' unlikely 



The strength of the Midwest 
economy makes it a long shot for 
the U.S. economy to achieve a 
"soft landing" after 1994's strong 
growth, according to senior econ- 
omist Diane Swonk of The First 
National Bank of Chicago. 

Without a soft landing, both 
inflation and interest rates will 
rise, Swonk said In her monthly 
First Forecasts newsletter. 

A soft landing occurs when the 
economy slows without slipping 
into a recession and without 
heating up inflation. The Federal 
Reserve board, which determines 
the nation's short-term interest 
rates, uses an annual growth rate 
of about 2.5 percent at Its goal for 



a soft landing. In the fourth quar- 
ter of 1994, the Midwest economy 
grew 8.0 percent and the national 
grass domestic product grew 5.1 
percent. 

"The economy in the Midwest 
and the nation has slowed in the 
first quarter, but that won't last," 
Swonk said. "Underlying funda- 
mentals are much stronger than 
first- and second-quarter eco- 
nomic reports will indicate. 

"In fact, both inflation and 
growth will heat up as the year 
goes on," she said. "It's only a 
matter of time before the Fed 
feels compelled to raise short- 
term rates again."

"January and February home 
buying and building declined and 
a strike at General Motors tem- 
pered gains in vehicle produc- 
tion, " Swonk said. Production 
won't pick up in the second quar- 
ter, and GU growth will slow to 
2.4 percent and GDP to 2.0 per- 
cent 

Even so, there will be pockets 



of strength such as the equip- 
ment sector, exports and com- 
mercial construction. And the 
auto industry will shift back Into 
gear by the third quarter and 
manufacturing profits will help 
push the GU to a full-year gain of 
4.1 percent and the GDP 3.3 per- 
cent ahead, Swonk said. In other 
words, they'll both overshoot the 
Federal Reserve's soft landing 
threshold. 

"Soft landings require at fine- 
tuning the economy and a great 
deal of luck," Swonk said. "The 
forecast for a modest uptick in 
inflation and a rise in the Fed 
funds rate is a conservative 
one."

Students looking forward to summer jobs will usually not be able to 
claim the "exempt" status on their income tax withholding forms, 
according to the Internal Revenue Service. 

like many low-income people and part-time workers, most stu- 
dents could exempt themselves from Income tax withholding in the 
past. But tax law changes that took effect in 1987 mean that most high 
school and college-age workers now need to have tax withheld from 
their paychecks. 

If a person can be taken as a dependent on someone else's return, 
and that person has combined wage and n on -wage income of more 
than $650, then he or she will be unable to claim exemption from with- 
holding. Non-wage income includes such things as interest and divi- 
dends. That means if you make more than $650 for the year, and just 
one dollar of it is interest, you won't be able to claim the "exempt sta- 
tus on your W-4, the IRS emphasizes. A perform who has wage income 
only can usually claim exemption from withholding on the W-4 if his or 
her wages in 1995 total $3,900 or less. 

Most students can avoid an unexpected year-end tax bill by claim- 
ing single status with one allowance on Form W-4. Publications 505 
and 919 have more information on income tax withholding. To get a

It's always the same old

Motivation is the critical ques- 
tion when pricing.

Dave 
Knox, leading real estate trainer, 
cautions sellers to interview the 
agent first and then determine 
pricing. A good market analysis 
will indicate if the market is ris- 
ing, falling or staying pretty even. 
Study the expired listings, as they 
will tell a story about properties 
that did not sell due to pricing. 

Condition of a property and 
the location can be overcome 
with an appealing price. High 
prices, according to Knox, arc- 
usually the result of a seller who 
does not understand the princi- 
pals of cost and market value. 
The cost factor is the actual

amount a seller has paid for a 
property plus the capital 
improvements made to 
the property. Value is 
what "one" person 
might pay for a proper- 
ty as opposed to the 
"market" value. Market 
value is the pricing that 
would appeal to mass- 
es of buyers that would 
result in a sale. 

There Is no relation- 
ship between cost and 
market value, and a hard lesson 
for a homeowner. When people 
buy a home for a certain price, 
they assume they should get 
more when they go to sell it This 
really depends on the status of 
the marketplace at the time of 
sale, and not what a seller 
assumes. 

In an appreciating market, this 
works out great, but in a regres- 
sive market, the opposite occurs. 
Getting back the improvements 
that you've made to your home 
can be tricky. If you knew when 
you made the improvements that 
you were going to move, would 
you have invested the money? 
The answer is generally "no." If 
the homeowner knew that the 
investments were not recover- 
able upon the sale, chances arc 
many of the improvements 
would have been skipped.

A: Dear T.G., It may appear to be a rather difficult task to 
come up with references if there is no prior work history; 
however, at this point concentrate on character references. 
You most likely will find that you have a few choice indi- 
viduals who will attest to your character being sound. Here 
is a list of a few: 

1. High school Guidance Counselor 

2. Teachers 

3. Clergymen 

4. Friends or family who have known you for many years 
You may remember that you mowed lawns for a specific 
family who would be willing to give a reference on how 
responsible or meticulous you are about your work. There 
may have been a family that you did babysitting for ouite 
some time ago who may be willing to tell an employer now 
reliable and dependable you were. Whomever it is that you 
intend to use as a reference, the most important thing to 
remember is to contact any person that you plan to use. You 
don't want to have these people caught off guard by having 
them receive a call asking about someone they may not 
remember at that instance. How do you' go about contacting 
them to ask for this? You may want to contact your high 
school Guidance Counselor by telephone and ask if he/she 
would help you by writing a letter of recommendation for 
you to use with potential employers. Offer to come by and 
pick it up to expedite the situation. Contact teachers in the 
same respect. If unable to reach them during the summer 
months due to school being out of session, contact your 
administrative office. Most often, they know where to get in 
touch over the summer months and perhaps they would leave 
your telephone number for the teachers to call you back. 
Contacting clergy speaks for itself, and friends of the family
